All Arrangements Made 
Fighting ia February. 



for 



New York, Dec. 10. — O'Connor cables 
to tho Star from London of the 9th: A 
Europeau war is now definitely looked 
for. The commencement of hostilities ia 
expected in February next, at the latest, 
if the weather a.t that timo should per 
mit military operations on the enormoua 
scale necessary to carry out the plan of 
campaign supposed to have been decided 
on. It is generally believed that Russia 
hopoa to be first to move, springing upon 
Austria without warning. Travelers re- 
turning here from Russia roport extraor- 
dinary secrecy in military quarters and 
ceaseless movements of troopa toward 
the Germarj and Austrian frontiers. The 
work on ironclads ia being pushed with 
feverish haste. Arsenals and navy yarda 
are reported to bo working night and day. 
It is believed here that the ait u-ttion ia 
tho deliberate creation of Bismarck. 

Constantinople, Dec. 9. — Tho majori- 
ty of the powers have replied to the 
porte's circular asking advico as to tho 
solution of the Bulgarian difficulty. The 
replies are all either evasive or indefinito. 
Some of the powers ask for further ex- 
planations and throw no now light on the 
matter. Iddesleigh, the British foreign 
minister, refer" the porte to England's 
views on the Bulgarian situation previ- 
ously expressed. Italy is a little more 
cxplioit and alluden to the allegud diffi- 
culty the Bulgarians must experience in 
accepting Nicholas of Mingrella. It ia 
now thought that the porte will suggest 
tho solution of the difficulty Italy refers 
to. 



Tlie English Ubcrrtls Becoming 
Aliirmec!--rV©tes. 



New Yobk, Dec. 8.— G. W. Smalley'a 
cable special to tho Tribumo from London 
of December 7th says: Two notable fea- 
tures of the Irish situation aro tho sudden 
energy with which tho Notional League's 
plan 'of campaign ia developing and tha 
alarm which Dillon's and O'Brien's pro- 
ceedings causa among English liberals. 
O'Brien's excursion to Cork was signalized 
by a remarkable speech and nn open declar- 
ation of the methods by which he means to 
bring tho landlords to terms. The most in- 
RomouH part, perhaps, ia that by which all 
costs incurred by tenants in resisting evic- 
tions aro to be paid out ot the rents in tho 
hands of the trustees. Dillon goes still 
further nnd threatens yengcanoe whonover 
ParuellLtea come into power on these bail- 
iffs, judges aud police who now oxecute the 
law. This iB what startloa tho English 
liberals. Tho Daily News appeals to Dillou 
to withdraw his throats, and urges the na- 
tionalist party to repudiate them. "It he 
does not, the English domocraoy, ' ' says tho 
News, lf will never subscribe to a policy ot 
reTeiigo." 

Archbishop Walsh's complaint about 
jury packing has been speedily followed hy 
what the Pall Mali Gazette considers a vin- 
dication of the Castle authorities. Protos- 
tants and Catholics are rpialirlod equally, 
and their numbers on the panel are also 
nearly equal. 

DrjDLtN, Dec 7. — The Ulster Loyalist 
Anti-Repeal Union has sent to the Marquis 
of Londonderry, Lord Lieutenant, a set of 
resolutions expxussing dissatisfaction with 
the weakness of the Irish executive in deal- 
ing with the defiant aud shamole3S con- 
spiracy to defraud ono class ot the Iriah 
people and to demoralize another, and as- 
suring the government of the uuion's cor- 
dial support in any attempt to crush tho 
conspiracy.

At the 
cIobo of the second yonr he broke down 
utterly, unci was tuld by his doctor he 
must either give up half lm work or take 
a light stimulant with his principal meal. 
There are St good many hard bruin work- 
ers whose experience is very similar, and 
who will feel more comfortable whon they 
find tho Bishop in their company. There 
was 1111 offertory in Winchester Cathedral 
last week for the church temporanco 
society whan the congregation in tho nave 
numbering 500 persons, contributed the 
very temperate sum of '20 pence.

THE CUIXAKO COMPANY. 

Propable Result of Its Refusal 
to Carry English Mulls 

New York, Dec. 8.— G. W. Smalloy's 
cable special to the Tiibuno from London 
of December says: The refusal of the 
Cunard Company to allow the posti'ffice 
to put three mail bags aboard the fim- 
bria seems to have convinced the authori- 
ties that they must meet boldly the high- 
handed policy habitually pursued by that 
company. Tho postotlice has the legal 
right to Bend "the mails by any English 
ship, and the company incurs a penalty of 
81000 for each refusal. Tho government 
has still a simpler means of enforcing 
compliance by withholding a clearance 
from a vessel until tho mails aro aboard. 
This sulkiness has already lott the Cunard 
Company some of that spurious sympathy 
bestowed on them by the public. The 
rjratoQice has the game in its own hands 
if it has the courage to play it. 



Revolutionizing tlie Strain En- 
gine. 

A young man in Iowa has invented a 
change in the construction of the steam 
engine which may lead to wonderful 
things. Ho dispenses with the atoani- 
chest and governor balls that havo for so 
long been regarded as indispensable to 
every engine, whether well rogulated or 
^norwiaa. In place of tho latter ho em- 
ploys a pendulum which permits the out- 
flow of steam at an unvarying speed, but 
the slightest increase in velocity in the 
engine lessens the timo that the steam 
has to escape into tho cylinder. The ap- 
paratus thus effects an initantaneooa 
check upon ita own irregularities, which 
js comparatively slow when the govornor 
ip used, and it has the additional advant- 
age of using less steam, while it largely 
simplifies the working gear. A trial en- 
gine was constructed recently and works 
to a charm. — Indianapolis News.

OCEAN MAILS. 

Tho determination of tho British gov- 
ernment to chango ita syBtom of Jetting 
international mail contracts, adopting that 
which has been long employod by tho 
United States, haB occasioned a great deal 
of adverao criticism in the press of Eng- 
land and Ireland, and one of tho steam- 
ship companies, the C'Jtiard, has just 
created a good deal of a sensation by de- 
clining to continue its postal service. Tho 
penalty for this refusal is £200, or nearly 
§1,000, for each offense, and the govern- 
ment, through ita solicitor-general, has 
already begun an action for ita en- 
forcement, Tho company is wealthy 
enough to pay a good many auch 
penalties without wincing and to 
mako a strong tight in tho courts against 
tho application of tho law. It. ia seconded 
in ita attitude of defiauco by tho White 
Star Company, Tho Cunard and White 
Star lines have furtiialiod the fastest 
English mail service on the ocean. The 
newer steamship of tho North German 
Lloyds aro a trifle speedior, but there ia 
tho drawback about them that thoy do 
not touch at Qiieenstown, which is geo- 
graphically the most convenient port in 
point of time for the landing of mails in- 
tended for London . The British govern- 
ment contends that by tho adoption of 
tho American contract system a saving in 
expenditure of fully 25 per cent, can bo 
made. At tho same time it affordB, al- 
most up to tho moment of departure, an 
opportunity for the choico of steamers on 
which to dispatch tho mails, thua secur- 
ing tho fastest service available at each 
sailing. It is also claimed that maila may 
thua be sent a greater number of times 
per week, the poatoilico department be- 
ing able to diatribute ita patronage more 
according to ita own needa and 
those of tho public. The American poat- 
oilico department now diapatchoa from 
thrno to six European mails weekly, while 
tho English' poatoflico department, being 
roatiipted by its former contracts to fewer 
linea, could at most aeoure only a tri- 
weekly service Postmaster-General 
Raikes declares that these facts account 
very largely for tho increased aale of ar- 
ticles of American manufacture in Great 
Britain and tho decreased 8ale of thoao of 
Engliah manufacture in the United 
States. Tho chango was determined up- 
on by Mr. Gladstone's ministry, and the 
present ministry adheres to that policy 
and has begun to carry it out. The gov- 
ernment statements aa against the contu- 
macious steamship lines are all borne out 
by tho agents of tho Guion Company, but 
the latter finds its interest in thua sup- 
porting, Binco the Alaska and Arizona 
have been given nearly all tho maik 
which the White Star and Cunard boats 
have refuged. 



1818, upon which onr government was 
thrown back by the action of tho United 
States, tvith tho result that tho season has 
been most disastrous for American fisher- 
men. They have discovered that the ab- 
rogation of the treaty has only injured 
themselves. The president had good 
grounds for challenging tho action of the 
senate for rejecting hia proposals, but 
none for hia endeavor to throw upon the 
Canadian officials the responsibility for 
the inability of the American fishermen 
to find Salt outside the three-mile limit. 
What ia really needed is tho freq use by 
fishermen of the waters of both countries 
on reciprocal terms." 



THE DUTY ON 8UGAB. 

The problem of how to roduco the rev- 
enue of the United States without assail- 
ing unjustly any particular interest ia 
probably tho gravest ono with which con- 
gress will attempt, to deal at its present 
session. Dispatches from Washington 
indicate the imminent probability of a 
strong movement for the placing of 'sugar 
on the free list. This step duubtiosa re- 
commends itself to many members because 
it presents so simple and direct a solution 
of a vexatious question. The duties de- 
rived from the importation of sugar in tho 
fiscal year ended Juno 30, 18S5, amounted 
to more than $50,000,000, According to 
the President's message tho estimated sur- 
plus of revenue over expenditure for the 
current fiscal year will be §90,000,000. 
Something over §00,000,000 of 3 per 
cent bonds whicn are subject to call aro 
yet to bo paid. Hence it may be sup- 
posed that by the sweeping abolition of 
one important impost the government's 
income will bo temporarily roduced to an 
amount that may approximate somewhat 
nearly to ita present needs. After those 
bonds have boon paid, however, out of the 
accumulated and current balances, the pro- 
cess of piling up treasure is likely to be 
resumed again, although at a loss rapid 
rate, unless other mpans aro taken to pre- 
vent it. The San Francisco Chroniclo says: 
"Of course the advocates of this measure 
will depend very largely upon tho claim 
that it will effect a palpable relief to the 
•consumer. Tho holding out of this promise 
is hardly to bo relied upon. The abolition 
of tho duties on tea and ooffoe in 1873 had 
no such effect, notwithstanding that those 
articles are probably more universally used 
than any other that aro imported. In re- 
gard to coriue, particularly, tho almost im- 
mediate result was to make it dearer instead 
of cheaper. There is no reason to believe 
that a like policy would operate differently 
in tho caso of sugar. A much easier and 
far more logical means of reducing tho 
revenuo and at tho same time of greatly 
lessening the civil list is tho abolition of 
tho internal revenue tax. This would at 
onco leave in tho pockets of the consumer 
Homo $110,000,00(1 that aro now paid into 
tho treasury. Taxation ot this sott ■ is 
odious in principle, ditlicultof enforcement, 
and instead of decreasing tho consumption 
of tobacco and spirituous liquors drives 
men to tho uso of tho inferior and more in- 
jurious qualities of both artielos. 



SPANISH AMERICA. 

A Klooily Domestic Tragedy. 

A Valparaiso correspondent, under date 
of November 1st, sends tho following 
atory of a domoatio tragedy: "Some two 
montha ago a young Italian doctor arrived 
in the country, and went to live with his 
brother, who had a house in Santiago. 
The now orrival, Don Emillio Moo, fell 
iu lovo with hia brother's wife, who ap- 
pears to have returned his illicit affection. 
They were discovered by tho husband, 
who insisted on lighting a duel to tho 
death with his brother. The hitter, how- 
ever, got out of it by declaring that ho 
would leave tho country. On October 
9th ho turned up in a Santiago hotel, and 
on tho following day he was Heated in hia 
room with a friend, when his uncle, Don 
Estebau do Meo, who had previously sent 
him a threatening loiter, appeared, lie 
sat down on one side of the table, his 
nephow on tho other, helped himself to a 
glass of water ami then enquired why ho 
had not yot left Chili.' Tho nephew an- 
swered that he was only waiting until he 
could raise sufficient money to do so. 
Don Estebau, the uncle, then remarked 
that ho would hurry him up on hia jour- 
ney, on saying which he knocked down 
tho table, ana seizing his nephew by tire 
collar, stabbed him two or tkroo limes. 
As tho murdered man fell, his assassin 
knelt upon him, his knee on his stomach, 
and kept-stabbing away, keeping count all 
tho time of Iho number of thrusts; which 
woro found afterwards' to amount to 25. 
llo then coolly washed hia blood-stained 
hands and with tho air of a man inviting 
a friend to tako a drink, requested a bot- 
tle of champagne in honor of what he had 
just done. It ia needless to say that he 
did not get it. lie never made any at- 
tompt at escaping, and when thp police 
came to take him he exclaimed;, "1 have 
stabbed him twenty-five limes ! 1 don't 
care if I have to die, for £ have killed a 
tiger and freed humanity from a crimin- 
al I" 



THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE AND 
THE FISHERIES. 

The New York Tribune's London cor- 
respondent cabled on tho 9th that Sir 
OharleB Tupper, roforring to the presi- 
dent's message on the fisherioa, said: 
"Tho government of Canada L td given 
tho fishermen of the United States the 
free U80 of the fisheries for a year upon 
condition that tho matter should be sub- 
mitted to tho senate for friendly aettle- 
ment by tho international commission. 
The Gloucester fishermen declare their 
hostility to negotiating ar.y treaty under 
which thoy would bo entitled to fish in 
Canadian waters, on the ground that they 
did not require to go into Canadian wa- 
ters to obtain fish. Tho senate rejected 
the proposal for an international commis- 
sion, and we then, in the most temperate 
jnannor possible, enforced the treaty of 



Mfgv. Capel Takes Action. 

San Fbanoisco, Dec. 11,— Monsignor 
Capel, who is at present in this city, 
makes tho following statement to-night 
regarding certain articles published re- 
specting him in tho Eastern Slates and 
England: "After two mouths' diligent in- 
vestigation, aided by disclosures made 
under peremptory orders from the repre- 
sentative of a New York journal, I have 
boon ablo to trace tho authors of the 
slanderoua storiea circulated concerning 
mo in tho eastern press. By careful com- 
parison, it has been found that the re- 
porta published in certain papers were 
identica', and originated i,t tho same 
source. The reporters and I have finish- 
ed the discovery. Tho editor of the Ar- 
gonaut, a newspaper published in this 
city, and which is a rabid hater (if the 
Pope and tho Pope's Irish, has persist- 
ently indulged in personalities concern- 
ing me. He lately announced that I had 
becomo a Protestant; at a subsequent 
period he invited those who desired my 
addreas to call at the Argonaut oilico, and 
also referred them to a distinguished at- 
torney of Saeramonto for my manner of 
life. Profiting by this offer of informa- 
tion, a reporter suceoeded in learning that 
it was the Argonaut which supplied tho 
news published concerning mo in the 
Now York, Chicago and Philadelphia pa- 
pers, and that tho Sacramento attornoy 
furnished additional news concerning mo 
to one of tho Now York newspapers, and 
which I in a telegram addressed to the 
latter paper characterized us a 'tissue of 
falsehoods,' and wherein the journal was 
made a catspaw to peraocuto an honor- 
able American lady and to thwart her 
claims in pending litigation. It now 
tran-ipires that tho Sacramento attorney 
is none other than the opposing counsel 
in her suit. Honor and justice, to a per- 
secuted lady of irreproachable character, 
loved and respected by her neighbors and 
all, who know hot-, as well aa duty to my 
church and myself, oblige mo to take ac- 
tion. Simultaneously, I shall prosecute 
the authors here in California and the 
publishers of tho vilo statements in the 
east. I may add that Mr. Valensin, bus 
band of the lady referred to, reiterates 
most emphatically that ho never circulat- 
ed any atory reflecting on hia wife and 
myself."

KOMANCE OF A DESCRTER. 

Hauling a Long-Lost Heir iu 
the Rhode Island Mills — A 
Fortune Awaiting Falounrd 
Marie Itecamier. 



Adolphe Balasue and John E. Girard, of 
Cherbourg, France, writes a Newport cor- 
respondent, are searching all the mill local- 
ities in the state for ono Edouard Marie 
Itecamier, who must be nn old man by this 
time, but who, if found, will have no diffi- 
culty in coming into possession of a largo 
fortune, which awaits him in France, his 
liative laud. Recamier is believed to have 
followed from his youth tho calling of a 
weaver, and there is evidence that ho came 
to Rhode Island aud found employment. 
Messrs. Bnlashe and Givnrd aro ouJoa- 
vbring in a legitimate and honorable 
manner to secure tho reward offered 
for the discovery of tho whereabouts 
of tho object of their search. Thoy 
state that during tho first empire, and 
when Mine. Recamier was a noted bollo, 
a near relative of hers, and heir to large 
estates, deserted hia family and entered 
tho navy as a sailor under an asaumod 
name, liu was but a mere hid at tho 
time, .and was placed on board oi' tho brig 
Pom me d'Ur, which saw considerable 
service during Napoleon's reign. 

Young Recamier was naturally unstated 
to his position, and ho was not long in 
gaining the ill-will of his messmates and 
his superior ollicera as woll. Accuatomod 
to a life of ease and luxury, ho found 
living on board ship before the mast as a 
common sailor very disagreeable, and 
he waa often disciplined for dia- 
obeying orders. A young liouton- 
ant who had obtained hia commis- 
sion through tho intercession of Madame 
Recamier, complained of him often, and 
finally succeeded in having him triced up 
to tho breech of a gun, where ho was 
obliged to submit to a Hogging. Tho 
lieutenant littlti realized who the young 
man was, but tho latter knew him. Ho 
at once beeiimu a sworn enemy of the em- 
pire. While his ship was at New Orleans 
he deserted her, and coining north ho fell 
in with a French girl near Boston, and 
made her bin wife. The girl was an oper- 
ative in a cotton mill, and she supported 
her husband. A child was born, and 
soon after ihi3 event Recamier deserted 
them both. 

When the first empire waa overthrown 
he returned to France, and had tho pri- 
vilege of assisting iu tho execution of the 
lieutenant who had humiliated him on 
board ship. While in France ho paid 
court to a lady of rank, a relativo it ia 
said, of Mmo. Roland, and ho concealed 
his American marriage. Tho lady's name 
was Mile. Arnot, and she soon married 
Recamier. Seven children wore born. 
Mr, and Mrs. Recamier died about fifty 
years ago. Ten years after their death 
their children, who had come into posses- 
sion of their property, discovered a paper 
among their effects which diaolcjod tho 
fact of the first marriage, which of courso 
made tho second marriage illegal. It was 
learned from the paper that Recamier had 
made some efforts to discover tho first wife 
and child that he might in a measure 
atone for tho wrong which ho had done. 
The heirs of the second marriage agreed 
to destroy tiio paper and divide the pro- 
perty among them. The paper was de- 
stroyed, and for forty years the estates 
have boon in their hands, lint the socrtt 
could not be kept. An inevitable quarrel 
took place, raid one of tho parties, now 
rich from other sources, disclosed tho 
scandal for revenge, and oilers to givo up 
his portion of the inheritance, knowing 
that the oilier will be ruined when they 
are obliged to follow his example. Are- 
ward of -!0,000f. waa offered for tho dis- 
covery ot the child by tho American mar- 
riage, which is Recamier's first-born and 
heir to his estates. Messrs. Girard and 
Ralaahu are in earnest, and will leave no 
stone unturned to find tjif missing heir.

KING SAM A I.OMRKFOL

«w«»3d Discovery Near Albury* 

A discovery has been made of a reef 
near Albury, on the New South Wales 
border, which ia bel oved by somo to bo 
likely to prove a rival to Mount Morgan. 
A correspondent of tho Argus writes aa 
follows concerning it-. The recent dis- 
coveries made near .1 indera are developing 
beyond the most sanguine expectations. 
The Bangowanah and Soudan mines woro 
inspected on Saturday by several gentle- 
men, who were astonished at their ap- 
pearance. The Soudan Mount appears to 
be a mass of auriferous reefs and alluvia! 
deposits. No matter where prospected, 
on the a u.- face or at a depth, gold can bo 
found in varying quantities from barely 
payable to great richness. Numerous tests 
hnvo been miido all over the claim, and 
there are thousands of tons for the battery. 
This mine is being pushed on vigorously, 
and a reef was discovered about a week ago, 
and a trial from it gave over an 
ounce to the ton. It is Iho intention of tho 
owners to put on a 30-head battery as 
quickly as possible. An inspection of tho 
Ua'ugowannah mine fully justifies the stato- 
ments made about it. The jeef at 35 ft. 
deep has proved 2-1 ft. wide. A trial crush- 
ing from the reef (seven tons) gave 20% 
o/.s. Therois a largo body of Htoue avajl- 
oblti for flushing, and a 15-hcnd battery 
will bo erected by the end of next month. 
Tho tunnel is now in tho rosf oight fuel, 
showing eqiin} richness.

For years he was a 
journalist in Now OrleatiB, New York, 
Boston and Chicago, and after numerous 
reverses ho established La Ptftrio, one of 
Montreal's loading journals, which he has 
made very successful. Hu defeated the 
late M. Beaudry in the contest for the 
mayoralty in 188-t, and became as popular 
a major as his defeated opponent had bo- 
camo the rovorso. He showed remarkable 
executive ability during his first year of 
oliice, and last year was returned by a 
sweeping majority. He is probably tho 
most esteemed mayor Montreal haa ever 
had, and bidB fair to become one of tho 
most prominent men of his time in 
Quebec province It is understood ho 
will bo a candidate at tho approaching 
elections for tho Commons, on tho Liberal' 
side. Still in the prime of life, fo; he is 
only thirty-live years of ago, he bids lair 
to make a grand success of a life which he 
has in tho past devoted to the best inlbr- 
osts of Canada.

'(Sydney lloi-.iin^ Herald.] 
During the laat week there was a series 
of long parliamentary sittings, mid some 
very violent scenes ocurred on Wednes- 
day. At a late hour Sir Patk. Jennings, 
tho premier, delivered a statement re- 
garding the liiiiinces of the colony, in 
which he admitted that at tho end of tho 
year there would bo a deficiency of two 
millions. Sir, Henry Parkes, leader of tho 
opposition, followed him with a vigorous 
speech, declaring that the government 
wero in a discreditable position and tho 
colony sunk into an abyss of humiliation 
and degredation. The estimates wore 
then proceeded with, the government 
refusing to adjourn, and iu tho morning 
hours Sir Ilonry Parkea disturbed the 
serenity by declaring that business of the 
utmost importance waa brought in 
by tho government at, the dead 
houra of the night by a sloven- 
ly, culpable, and unpardonable ne- 
glect — a neglect which resulted from a 
cruel ministry trying to govern the coun- 
try by brutil moans. He waa asked to 
withdraw the words, but said they wore 
within his« right. Mr. Wisdom, nx- 
attornoy-general, next came upon the 
aceno, assorting that the proceedings were 
tho most ri'.iuerablo, contemptible and 
petty of 'which an arrogant majority 
would be capable, aud that tho ministry 
waa the most brutish ho had ever seen, 
On tho motion of Sir P. Jennings these 
words wore taken down nnd declared 
on tho voice, of tho house to be dis- 
orderly. Mr. Wisdom, in making an 
explanation, said that ho had used tho 
work "brutish" its meaning that those 
to whom it was applied were like brutes — - 
sensual, stupid, and unfeeling. This 
defiant conduct was met by a motion 
by the premier ti tho effect that 
Mr. Wisdom having wilfully and ve;:- 
atiously interrupted the orderly conduct 
of tho business should be taken into 
custody by the sergeant— at-arms. The 
motion was carried by a large majority aud 
Mr. Wisdom was removed, after u short 
struggle with the sorgeant and the other 
officers who wero called upon to assiat. 
Tho honso continued sitting till Ave o'clock- 
next day, when a motion for Mr. Wisdom's 
release waa carried, but during the interval 
members were in a very excited condition 
aud several boated discussions took placo. 
The government wore culled a set of laugh- 
ing jackasses, were told they were acting in 
a pitiable, abominable, and despicable way, 
and also called laughing, giggling, idiotic 
grinuers. On Friday there was again n 
long and excited sitting, and early on 
Saturday morning whilst a discussion on 
the Divorco Extension' Bill was proceed- 
ing, an altercation took place in ono of 
tho ante-rooms between Air. Lysagbt 
member forlllawara, nnd Mr. Gibbes, one 
of tiao members for Newton, during which 
the latter is alleged to have called Mr. 
Lysaght a '-'liar." Mr. Lysaght attempt- 
ed to strike Mr. Gibbes once, but was pre- 
vented by several bystanders. A few 
minutos later they met in the room be- 
tween tho Chamber aud the Opposition 
aoom, when the altercation was renewed, 
and Mr. Lysaght struck !Mr. Gibbes a 
blow on tho cheek which felled him to 
tho floor. Mr. Gibbes got up, but did 
not attempt to return the blow. He then 
walked into the chamber with hia hat on, 
and addressing the Chairman of Com- 
mittees, ho said, "I havo been struck by a 
member who ought never to have boon 
elected." It happened, however, that 
this wna just aa a count out was effected, 
and the Chairman of Committees could 
not take notice of tho complaint, An 
thero waa no House, the Speaker having 
decidod there was no quorum, tho matter 
fell through.

Latest Canadian News. 

ONTARIO. 

Hon. Mr. Foator, minister of marine, 
discussing Cleveland's message, stated 
that tho fishery regulations were being 
unforced. He blamed tho American sen- 
ate for tho present condition of affairs, 
and added that if the situation was un- 
changed next season the Canadian cruisers 
will maintain an effective service as in the 
past. 

A cablegram says Sir Edward Watkin's 
book on Canadian progress during tho 
past twenty-five years will be issued next 
month; also that Sir Edward Watkin will 
presont Canada next year with a marble 
Btatue of tho lata Duke of Newcastle, who 
acoompaniod tho Prince of Wales on his 
Canadian tour. 

An order- in-council has passed creating 
a royal labor commission and appointing 
the members. The aopoinnments are: 
Hon. Jaa. Armstrong, of Ottawa, late 
chief justico of St. Lucia; A. T. Frood, 
of Hamilton, publisher; John Armstrong, 
printer, Samuel R. Hoakeo, Toronto, 
boat builder; Julea Hoabrounor, Mon- 
treal, journalist; Michael Walsh, Halifax, 
N. S. carpontor; and James Alfred Clark, 
of Carleton, N. B., together with such 
others as may bo added, is doomed neces- 
sary by order-in-council. 

A farmer named Robert MoAlpine in 
Campbellford was seized with cramps in 
the stomach and died. A lout; drive in 
the cold was supposed to have cau 
ailment. 

The Toronto Presbytery has considered 
tho remit of the General Assembly, send- 
ing to Presbyteries a proposition under 
tho Barrier Act that the discipline of the 
church shall not bo oxeroised in regard to 
marriage with deceased wife, sister, aunt 
or niece. Tho Presbytery after discus- 
sion voted down a resolution that the dis- 
cipline shall not be relaxed, and adopted 
tho remit. 

J, W. Foster, formerly a fancy goods 
merchant of St. Thomas, has been arrest- 
ed on a chargo of concealing goods from 
his creditors. 

QUEBEC. 

The fire which deatroyod tho Catholio 
institutions at N.ipiervillo also consumed 
Joseph Coupal's house and the Misses 
Laurencelle's millinory establishment. 
Tho remains of priests Moria and Morri- 
son were cremated in tho vaults beneath 
the church. Loss, the church, $7,000; 
insured for 310,000; convent loss, §6,000; 
no insurance. 

Father Strubbe in Notre Dame church, 
Montreal, preaching on tho foast of tho 
immaculate conception, denounced tab- 
ogganing and snowahoeing and blamed 
parents who allow thoir daughters to at- 
tend such sports. 

In St. Bridget's church Rev, Father 
Pvuhlraan, member of the Jesuit order, 
delivered a sermon in which he declared 
tho order of Knights of Labor was entirely 
controlled by Freemasons and Freemason- 
ry, and was condemned by the church. 
He vigorously denounced the Knights, 
accusing them of propagating revolution- 
ary und socialistic doctrines, and closed 
by oarnestly • requesting his hearers to 
break from tho order, and induce their 
friends to do so also 

Rep rt.-i that Justice Mathiou intends 
retiring from the bench and assuming the 
leadership of tho conservative party are 
denied by Hia Lordship. 

Mr. ShiUghnesay, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the C. P. R., 
says that the ropoit3 in the Boston papers 
that the Hub has been chosen as the At- 
lantic terminus is mcurrtiot; but friendly 
arrangements have boon made with iheBos- 
ton & Lowell road from Montreal Lo Boa- 
Um, just as the O.P.R. would have a sim- 
ilar connection into Now York and every 
other point where freight is offered. Di- 
rect communication would bo had with 
Boston as soon as the Lachine bridge was 
oompletad, via the Southeastern. The 
Atlantic terminus is not yet decided up- 
on. 

An explosion of a blast occurred on the 
Lake fcjt. John Rsilr/ay, which killed Jno. 
Collins and destroyed the eyeaight and 
fractursd the skull of Michael Foley, of 
St. John's, N. F. 

A meeting of tho creditors of H. and J. 
Maguire has been held. The assets are 
$400,000, liabilities §425,000. Another 
meeting will be hold on Monday, when it 
is believed a compromise and extension 
will be effected. Samaon & Adams, mon- 
ey amenta of Quebec, are interested to the 
extent of 5200,000. 

A list of the veterans of the Fenian 
raids has been prepared and the Domin- 
ion parliament will be petitioned to ap- 
propriate, this session, a grant in compen- 
sation to them for their aervices. They 
expect to receive medals and scrip. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

William D. Lawrence, a wealthy ship 
builder and ship owner, has died at 
Maitland. 

J. Dnbois, of Montreal, dropped doad 
one day last week. 

All bridges on the Chateauguay river 
from St. Sacrament to Chateauguay havo 
been cleared away by ice. 

Jopoph Dominique, aged twenty, a ...i- 
tive of Quebec, has suicided at Montreal by 
shooting. 

A man named Staoiitona, janitor at St. 
Martin's church, Montroal, dropped dead 
from heart disease. 

NOllT U WEST TKRRITOR1ES . 

The Indian Department has been asked 
to look up tho identity of Big Bear's wife. 
It is claimed that sho is a white woman. A 
quarter of a century ago Harriet Montgom- 
ery, a child, suddenly disappeared from 
her home in Duudas, Out., and no clue to 
her whereabouts has boon found until re- 
cently, when relatives of Harriot Montgom- 
ery communicated with the Interior De- 
partment on the subject, and officials of 
that department aro making enquiries. 
Colonel Macdonakl says that Big Bear's 
wives are full blooded squaws and that tho 
relatives of H. Montgomery havti struck the 
wrong trail. The Dundaa people claim 
that a roving band of Indians was in tho 
vicinity of Harriot's homo at tho time of 
her disappearance, ond that those Indians 
abducted tho child and sold hor to Big 
Bear.
